The orange-red Martian soil will 
be fed into five experiments in the 
Viking’s tiny. laboratory, which 
cost 55 million dollars to build. 

The tests, some of them taking 
weeks to complete, will show whe- 
ther life exists on that part of 
Mars now, whether it once existed 
but was killed off by ultra-violet 
rays and lack of water, or whether 
conditions exist for life in the fu- 
ture. 

In two of the experiments to 
find living organisms a rich nu- 
trient mixture — called "chicken 
soup” here — will be poured over 
the soil to see if organisms in it 
feed on the nutrients and give off 
gases. 

In the third experiment, a soil 
sample will be- bathed with simu- 
lated sunlight to see if it feeds on 
carbon dioxide in the air the way 
plants do on earth. 

The other two experiments will 
look for organic compounds in the 
soil — clues to the present or past 
existence of life — and will mea- 
sure the metallic make-up of the 
soil. 

The result of the organic com- 
pound experiment will be returned 
to earth on Friday, but scientists 
are expected to study it for a few 
days before it is released.

Kuwait receives

I KUWAIT, July 27, (R), — Kuw- 
ait has taken delivery of its first 
squadron of sophisticated Mirage 
F-I fighters ordered from France, 
it was disclosed today.

U.S. Senate 
passes 
boycott bill 

WASHINGTON, July 26, 
(R). — The US. Senate today 
approved a draft taw to se- 
verely penalise American co- 
mpanies if they paid bribes 
abroad or participated in the 
Arab boycott of Israel. 

The law, approved by 86 
votes to one without debate, 
would remove important US. 
tax benefits, such as tax cre- 
dits for taxes paid abroad, 
for offending companies. 


BEIRUT, July 27 (Agencies). — 
Syria and the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO; have reached 
a preliminary agreement on settl- 
ing their differences and the need 
to solve the Lebanese crisis, infor- 
med sources said today. 

The sources said the agreement 
was reached during talks in Dama- 
scus between a PLO delegation, led 
by its political department chief, 
Mr. Farcuk Kaddoumi, and Syrian 
leaders. 

The agreement was based on 
two major points : finding a solu- 
tion to the Lebanese crisis and 
settling differences between them. 

Mr. Kaddoumi returned 10 Beirut 
today to report to PLO chief Yas- 
ser .Arafat and was expected back 
in Damascus later today or tomor- 
row to resume talks, the sources 
added. 

The sources declined to give fur- 
ther details of the agreement but 
did not exclude the possibility of 
a summit conference between the 
two sides to set the seal on the 
agreement. 

They added that the preliminary 
agreement also provided for a cea- 
sefire in Lebanon to be supervised 
by a Syrian-Lebanese-Palestinian 
committee under Arab League aus- 
pices. 

The committee would arrange 
for a conference under Lebanese 
President-elect Elias Sarkis and 
including all parties of the conflict 
to settle the crisis, and help form 
a coalition government. 

The committee would also im- 
plement the Cairo agreement of 
1S69 regulating relations between 
the Lebanese authorities and Pa- 
lestinians in Lebanon. 

Both the leftist-Palestinian al- 
liance and the rightist “Kfour Fr- 
ont" are understood to have reser- 
vations about the draft agreement. 

Palestinians and Lebanese pro- 
gressists were due to study the 
draft today. 

The United States Sixth Fleet 
today evacuated 550 people, inclu- 
ding most of the U.S. embassy 
staff, from a leftist-held beach in 
Beirut. 

The evacuees, including about 
160 Americans, were taken by lan- 
ding^, barge to the troop transport 
S.S. Coronado, waiting off-shore 
with other Sixth Fleet vessels. 

Last to board the barge in the 
55-minute operation was President 
Ford’s special envoy, Talcott See- 
lye, who took over the duties of 
Ambassador Francis Metoy after 
the ambassador was killed on June 
16. 

In Washington, a State Depart- 
ment spokesman said it had not 
yet been decided if Mr. Seelve wo- 
uld return to Beirut. 

Meanwhile, fighting reportedly 
broke out today between PhaJang- 
ist militia and their rightist Natio- 
nal Liberal Party allies in the con- 
servative-held port town of Jou- 
nieh, north of here. 

At least eight people were killed 
in the clash, unconfirmed reports 
said, and the town was closed to 
non-residents. 

Phaiangist sources said the fight- 
ing began after a traffic accident, 
but unconfirmed reports said the 
shooting broke out as ships were 
being unloaded at the docks. 

The battle for the Palestinian re- 
fugee camp of Tall Al Zaatar went 
on today, but, as the Palestinians 
settled in for their sixth week of 
siege by rightists, no major offen- 
sives were reported. 

The Wafa Palestinian news age- 
ncy said today that the bodies of 
150 people had been pulled out of 
the rubble of a building brought 
down in the camp on Saturday by 
rightwing artillery. 

They had all died of surfocation, 
said Wafa, which added that of 20 
people brought out alive, six chil- 
dren were in a serious state. 

The International Red Cross co- 
mmittee continued negotiations to- 
day aimed at the evacuation of the 
camp, where there are believed to 
be about 1,000 wounded. j 

Rightwing forces told Arab Lea- 
gue negotiator Hassan Sabri Al 
Khali yesterday that they were 
prepared to respect a truce as lo- 


ng as was necessary to bring out 
the wounded. 

The Red Cross, which has tried 
unsuccessfully on three occasions 
to evacuate the wounded, believes 
that two or three days will be ne- 
cessary and that, even if everyth- 
ing is settled beforehand, the ope- 
ration. cannot begin before Thurs- 
day. 

On the military front, sporadic 
shooting took place along the Bei- 
rut demarcation line where Arab 
League troops have positioned the- 
mselves and fighting was also re- 
ported from the mountains east of 
here. 


A Palestinian spokesman said 
the Lebanese rightwing had mou- 
nted a major attack last night on 
leftwing and Palestinian positions 
in the mountainous upper Metn di- 
strict some 35 kilometres .20 mi- 
les) east of Beirut. 

He said the rightists had attack- 
ed with two infantry battalions 
and two tank companies, but we- 
re being resisted by strong alliance 
forces. 

Rightwing Amshit Radio sard ri- 
ghtwing forces had advanced abo- 
ut four kilometres (two miles) at 
Sannin, in the upper Mein, “in- 
flicting heavy losses or. combined 
forces.” 


Soweto students boycott 
schools as violence continues 

JOHANNESBURG, July 27 (R). — Thousands of black children 
boycotted schools in Soweto again today but schools in other near- 
by African townships were reported to be returning slowly to 
normal 

Soweto streets were full of children and youths, many in 
their late teens and early twenties. But no violent lnclder.:s were 
reported and police said they were ‘’keeping a low profile.-’ 

The schools have become a focal point of black unrest since 
last month's township rioting — when 176 people died — which 
began with a student protest march in Soweto. 

Police said petrol bombs were used to start fires at a school 
in Mamelodi township, near Pretoria, early today. 

Hundreds of completed examination papers end text books 
were destroyed. 


Mozambique Freilsno troops 
attack inside Rhodesia 


SALISBURY, July 27, (AFP) — 
Mozambique troops thrust into 
Rhodesia last Friday for the first 
time, it was announced here to- 
day, as unconfirmed reports came 
in of another guerrilla ambush in 
south-west Rhodesia, on the road 
from Bulawayo to the Victoria 
Falls. 

Reports from the Bulawayo re- 
gion gave no details of the amb- 
ush, which would be the second in 
this previously secure district in 
about a week. 

Police have barred traffic betw- 
een 4 p.m. and 8 a.m. on a 126- 
mile section of the road, where 
two white-owned cars were fired 
on, on July 20, wounding one pe- 
rson. 

Today’s announcement by the 
Rhodesian security forces head- 
quarters that Mozambique’s Fre- 
limo troops crossed into Rhodesia 
In Friday was the first confirmed 
clash inside Rhodesian territoxy. 

A defence spokesman refused 
to give details, and would merely 
describe the incident as a ‘‘confro- 
ntation.” 

Unconfirmed reports said the 
Freiimo troops crossed 30 miles 
(50 kms) south of the border town 
of Umtali and fired on a Rhode- 
sian army patrol. 

Rhodesian reinforcements were 
called in and the Freiimo troops 


reportedly retreated ofter heavy 
guns were trained on their posi- 
tion. 

The Mozambique troops then 
continued rocket, mortar, and sm- 
all arms, fire on Rhodesian posi- 
tions from a ridge overlooking the 
border, the reports said. 

Border tension has mounted be- 
tween the two countries since 
Mozambique closed the frontier 
earier this year and the clash is 
seen as possibly the start of a fu- 
rther deterioration in relations. 

In a separate development two 
white civilians have been killed 
by African nationalists guerrillas 
in western Rhodesia, a police spo- 
kesman said today. 

The two men, Johan Frederick 
Botha (57) and Llewellyn Davies 
(64) bofh died Monday, the spo- 
kesman said. 

In a statement the police spo- 
kesman said Mr. Davies was kil- 
led when guerrillas fired in his 
Smtani ranch homestad as he was 
sitting down to dinner with his 
wife. 

Mr. Davies was killed instantly 
and his wife returned the guerril- 
la fire before locking herself in a 
bedroom, the spokesman said. 

The Davies ranched at Lupane, 
about half-way between Bulawayo 
and Wankie.

Timely idea 


The new cabinet’s decision to set up a commission to study 
the efficiency of the state’s administrative structures and pro- 
cedures is a wise and timely move, but it must be followed up 
with a study that is thorough, impartial and fearless. The simple 
idea of studying the efficiency of government offices in Jordan 
is refreshing. To actually go ahead and do this — and do it 
well — will be a service to all Jordanians, the government that 
serves them, and, ultimately, to all Arabs. The reasons for this 
are that Jordan, unlike most other Arab states, has a pool of 
skilled and educated native workers right here in the country, 
and thus is not faced with the formidable obstacle of labour 
shortages that must be faced by most of the other states in the 
Arab World ; and that the structure and scale of Jordan’s 
economic and social services are such that the government and 
private sector mechanisms that make the country run are ma- 
nageable bodies in themselves, overseeing services and pro- 
cesses that are similarly reasonable in scope. 


While there are shortages and bottlenecks in Jordan, these 
are not on the same inflated scale as the ones that are found 
in other developing Arab states, especially the oil producers 
of the Gulf region. It thus comes about that the administration 
and expansion of state services and machinery in Jordan are 
not the gargantuan tasks they are in countries such as Saudi 
Arabia. 


The more manageable scale of things in Jordan is reason 
to how efficient or essential each job may be. This leads to 
vemment here. Like bureaucracies everywhere, the bureau- 
cratic imperative in the Arab World is to perpetuate govern- 
ment offices and jobs, often without paying much attention 
to expect more and better results from the machinery of go- 
offices with 50 people, where ten people could do the work 
faster and better. 


Our suggestion to the new study commission is that it talk 
with the people — the citizens — who have to make use of 
government services. It would be a little bit self-defeating to 
talk with the state employees only and ask them what they 
think about their jobs. One has to talk to the public that stands 
on the other side of the counter. By standing on the outside, 
the commission will be able to take a much better look at the 
spectrum of the state’s administrative machinery, and conse- 
quently would be able to pinpoint the weak points that can 
then be acted upon. 


One of the big differences between the efficiency of state 
or private organisations in the Arab World and the industrial 
states is the quality of middle-level management, the fellow 
or lady who works at the level between the big cheeses and the 
clerical staff. This is precisely where Jordan is better off than 
most other Arab states, and a serious effort to focus on the 
deficiencies of management techniques and organisational 
structures in Jordan will quickly weed out a good deal of the 
built-in mediocrity that necessarily pervades any public or 
private institution that is over-staffed, under-paid and badly 
organised. 


We are dealing here with an area that requires no money, 
no special expertise and no exotic technical aid from abroad. 
This is an opportunity for us — as Arabs — to take a hold of 
our own institutions and shake out the padding. Some of the 
padding is our own work, and some has been handed down to 
us with the structures of colonial administration. We have, for 
example, our own trained computer technicians who can take 
a look at something like the automobile licences department 
and come up with an operation that is less surrealistic. 


The cabinet has done well with this decision to seek 
greater efficiency in the land. One looks forward eagerly to its 
work and, inshallah — but inshallah not too many boukras 
away. — one will feel the results of what it will do.

Israel expresses “sorrow” 
at U.S.-PLO contacts 

WASHINGTON, July 27, (R). — Israel has voiced regret that 
the United States has begun dealing with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) in Lebanon, the Israeli embassy said 
today. 

An embassy spokesman said the regret expressed even 
though Israel fully accepts the U.S. contention that the con- 
tacts with the Palestinians in Lebanon ' do not represent a 
change in the U.S. refusal to deal with the PLO with regard to 
the Arab-Israeli dispute. 

U.S. Ambassador Talcott Seelye confirmed in Beirut yester- 
day that the United States has held daily exchanges with the 
Palestinians, who control much of West Beirut, to assure Hie 
security of Americans and other foreigners being evacuated 
from Lebanon. 

The United States has long maintained that it would not have 
any contacts with the PLO until the Palestinians accepted 
United Nations Security Council resolutions that recognise 
Israel's right to exist. 

State Department spokesman Robert Funseth said today 
that Israel had been advised of the U.S. contacts with the Pales- 
tinians and added that he was not aware of any Israeli reaction. 

The Israeli embassy spokesman said, however: “We have 
made our reservations known. We have expressed our sorrow. 

“We have no doubt that there is no change in the American 
position toward the PLO. We know there is no shift in policy 
but we have expressed our sorrow.”
